The letters propose a meet in g first with Kupi, then with Zog 
to effect cooperation between the Albanian exile groups 
working against the present regime. 

A. A reliable source has advised Rene that 
Captain Tefik Cakonj of the Albanian Army is ready to defect 
and join forces with the National Committee for a Free Albania 
bring in g sixty men with him. Capt. Cakonj is stationed 25 
kilometers north of the Greek border. 
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
